In order to learn more about 
Hybrid corn in this county two more 
complete Hybrid demonstrations, are 
being carried out in this county. The 
seeds for these tests were furnished 
by Kentucky agricultural experiment 
station. This year these demonstra¬ 
tions are being conducted on the 
farm of P. H. Ferguson and Lucian 
Nickell. 

The following Hybrids have been 
used: U. S. 13, 201, 102, 72. 69, 78B, 
and 103.
